SEVEN IN STAVISKY SWINDLE 
TO PAY $2,388,870 DAMAGES 


Court Fixes Assessments Based on 
Loss of Firms and Individuals 
in Collapse. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Jan. 22.—A court ruled 
yesterday that seven of the nine 
men convicted for the Stavisky 
French pawnshop swindle must pay 
collectively 36,000,000 francs in dam- 
ages and a 195,000-franc indemnity 
(a total of about $2,388,870). 

These amounts were demanded 
by individuals and firms who lost 
in the collapse of Serge Stavisky’s 
bogus financial structure. 

All nine men must pay the ex- 
pense of the trial, about 1,000,000 
francs ($66,000). 

The seven who must pay dam- 
ages are George Tissier and Henri 
Hayotte, respectively, the manager 
of the Bayonne Municipal Pawn- 
shop and former theatrical direc- 
tor, who are under sentence of sev- 
en years in prison; Joseph Garat, 
former Bayonne Mayor George Ha- 
tot, actor, sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment; Henri Cohen, 
Bayonne pawnshop appraiser; 
Raoul Desbrosses, head of an Or- 
leans pawnshop, and Paul Guebin, 
bond salesman, each sentenced to 
five years.

The St. Louis Medical Society, at

With 134 members present, the 
Medical Societys voted without dis- 
sent to send to the State Board a 
letter, previously prepared by the 
society’s executive board, calling at- 
tention to the findings of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals in the Ware- 
Muench habeas corpus case. 

Dr. Muench’s “major part” in 
the “scandalous conspiracy” was 
termed in the letter a “source of 
humiliation” to the medical profes- 
sion. His refusal to testify, on the 
ground of possible self-incrimina- 
tion, was also cited, The State 
Board was urged, therefore, to con- 
sider all the findings of the Court, 
in “determining the fitness of Dr. 
Muench to continue in the practice 
of medicine.” 

Dr. Thomas M. Martin, secretary 
of the Medical Society, said he 
would send the letter to the State 
Board today.

Gentlemen: The St. Louis Med- 
ical Society, at its regular month- 
ly meeting Jan. 21, 1936, directed 
me to send this communication to 
your honorable board. 

Information has reached the 
St. Louis Medical Society, 
through the press, that Dr. Lud- 
wig O. Muench has been cited by 
you to show cause why his license 
to practice medicine should not 
be revoked. 

It appears the only offense 
your board will require him to 
answer is that of having filed a 
false certificate of birth with the 
local Board of Health. 

We respectfully call to your at- 
tention Case No. 24033, entitled 
Ware vs. Muench, et al, tried in 
the October term of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals. We deem it 
our duty to call your particular 
attention to the findings of fact 
and conclusion 6f law of the Spe- 
cial Commissioner appointed by 
the Court to hear testimony in 
the above case. 

We petition you to consider 
the finding and conclusions of 
the court in addition to your 
own findings after your inves- 
tigation of the filing of the al- 
leged false certificate of birth, 
when Dr. Muench appears be- 
fore you. 

The principles of medical 
ethics to which organized med- 
icine has subscribed, obligates us 
to jealously guard the honor of 
our profession and to protect the 
public from misuse of any of the 
special rights or privileges grant- 
ed us‘by the State. 

The filing of a false birth cer- 
tificate by a physician is classed 
in criminal law merely as a mis- 
demeanor. 

In the light of the ethics of 
the profession, it is looked 
upon as the betrayal of a public 
trust, and is a grave matter. 
When, in addition to the falsi- 
fication of a public record, the 
filing of the certificate becomes 
part of a conspiracy against 
justice and public interest, it be- 
comes a matter of much greater 
gravity. 

The facts developed in the 
above mentioned trial are too 
well known to need repetition. 
Suffice it to say the case has 
taken its place among the major 
scandals of our local history. 

We urge you, therefore, not to 
limit your inquiry merely to the 
matter of the filing of the cer- 
tificate, but to carefully consider 
all the findings of the Commis- 
sioner and the Court, when you 
are determining the fitness of 
Dr. Muench to continue in the 
practice of medicine in this State. 

The major part played by this 
physician in this case cited by 
the Commissioner as a scandal- 
ous conspiracy, the ignorance of 
medical principles and practice 
displayed in the build-up of the 
conspiracy, and the refusal of this 
doctor to take the witness stand 
to aid the State in seeing truth 
done and justice vindicated, on 
the ground that he might incrim- 
inate himself, are sources of hu- 
miliation to everyone who be- 
lieves that the profession of med- 
icine has a right to demand of 
its members the highest degree 
of patriotism, honor and integ- 
rity.

The Long candidate for the full 
Senate term starting in 1937, Allen 
Ellender, led John Safidtin in early 
returns. The vote in 151 precincts: 
Ellender 19,749, Sandlin 9990. 

“Stupendous Victory.” 

Both Leche and Allen said the 
election was a “stupendous victory” 
and a “complete vindication” of 
Long. 

Allen said the share-the-wealth 
movement started by Long had 
“proved its power in its first elec- 
tive test” and promised to “sweep 
America in future elections.” 

The election, he said, was “*posi- 
tive disapproval of the Roosevelt 
New Deal and its alphabetical 
Slush fund “because the national 
administration had fought the Long 
candidates with “millions and mil- 
lions” of relief money and “thou- 
sands upon thousands” of Federal 
jobs.

Missourt Diocese fal 


Adopts Resolution 
of Protest. 


A resolution 
the inadequacy of relief expendi- 
tures as falling below “ the mini- 
mum standards of decent living 
acknowledged even by relief ad- 
ministrations, and in some cases to 
starvation levels,” was adopted to- 
day by the Episcopal Diocese of 
Missouri in annual convention at 
the Bishop Tuttle Memorial, Christ 
Chureh Cathedral. 

The Episcopal Diocese is com- 
posed of clergy and lay members of 
churches in the eastern half of Mis- 
souri. Bishop William Scarlett 
presided at the convention. 

The resolution, adopted after con- 
siderable debate, stated that “we 
appeal to the citizens of St. Louis 
and of the State of Missouri to 
recognize the tragic plight of their 
fellow-men and to make vocal their 
protest and concern.” 

Associate City Counselor John T. 
Hicks, a lay delegate to the conven- 
tion, protested against adoption of 
the resolution, declaring that “there 
was too much politics” in it, and 
describing it as “an empty gesture.” 

Hicks said that the Federal, State 
and local governments had expend- 
ed millions of dollars for public 
relief and were doing their best to 
cope with the situation, and that 
the convention should “deplore” 
rather than “protest against” the 
inadequacy of relief funds. 

Dean Sidney E. Sweet of Christ 
Church Cathedral said that persons 
on relief received “starvation allow- 
ances’ and were entitled to greater 
consideration. 

“It is a cruel situation,” he said, 
“in many cases, the allowances and 
salaries of persons on relief amounts 
to only $1.50 or $2 a week, starva- 
tion wages. A lot of people don’t 
know anything about this situation, 
and if we don’t protest against it, 
we are derelict in our duty.” 

Hicks’ motion to table the resolu 
tion was defeated and the resolution 
adopted.

22.—East England country people 
mourned today at the bier of King 
George V, lying in the little chapel 
of the church on the Sandringham | 
royal estate. 

Norfolk neighbors of the late 
ruler filed slowly past the royal 
casket, on which was a single white 


floral cross from the Queen Mother 
Mary. 

The final obsequies for the 
Sandringham people were carried 
out in a crisp winter scene as pale 
sunshine broke intermittently 
through cloudy skies. 

A half-dozen Norfolk constables 
scrutinized each visitor to see that 
he was wearing either a black tie 
or a mourning arm-band. 

The mourners entered through 
the rear door of the church and 
passed slowly up the center aisle of 
the chapel, which seats scarcely 
100 persons, past the King’s oak 
coffin. 

No member of the royal family 
was present, 

Royal Standard on Coffin. 


The coffin was covered complete- 
ly by the royal standard, on which 
rested the Queen’s floral piece, fash- 
ioned of a dozen varieties of flowers 
grown in the Sandringham green- 
houses. 

The country people, many of 
whom trudged miles across the 
heath and moors or through the 
Anglian forest to pay their last re- 
spects to the King, were bundled 
up for protection from the wintry 
east coast winds. 

The mourners entered the 
grounds of the royal country estate 
through the late King’s golf course 
and walked briskly to the doorway 
of the church. 

None was permitted to pause 
long before the bier, although many 
dropped silently to their knees and 
prayed as the line waited patiently 
in the dim chapel, illumined by 
two flickering candles. 

So small was the altar that the 
moving lines, passing on either side 
of the coffin, brushed against the 
royal standard and trampled its 
edges, which lay on the carpeted 
church floor. 

The body-shaped casket appeared 
small under the gold, blue and crim- 
son of the royal banner. 

Residents who had known 
King all his life wept openly. 


Family’s Memorial Service. 

The coffin was placed on a spot 
marked by a brass cross bearing 
the monograms of the Duke of 
Clarence, George’s dead brother, 
and Queen Alexandra, his late 
mother. 

In the chapel is a golden carved 
altar, donated 10 years ago by Rod- 
mam Wanamaker in tribute to King 
Edward VII, father of King George,

The band played the nation- 
al anthem. 

The Earl Marshal, the Duke of 
Norfolk, and the Garter King of 
Arms remained within St. James’s 
Palace in attendance on King Ed- 
ward, who returned to Sandring- 
ham late today to join the bereaved 
Queen Mother Mary. 

The remainder of the official 
proclamation party, in five horse- 
drawn carriages, accompanied by a 
contingent of Life Guards, drove 
off through Trafalgar Square in a 
stately procession to Charing Cross, 
There the proclamation was read @ 
second time by the Windsor her- 
ald, Alfred Trego Butler. 


Ceremony at Temple Bar. 


Down the Strand the procession 
then moved to the Temple Bar, 
ancient boundary of the City, where 
a silken cord across the _ street 
marked the border of London at the 
head of Fleet street.

Inflationary Danger Even in Pay- 
ment by Bonds, 16 Economists Say. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW. YORK, Jan. 22.—Sixteen 
members of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Economists’ National 
Committee on monetary policy 
have sent to the President and 
members of Congress an assertion 
that payment of the soldiers’ bonus 
at this time in bonds may be 
“only slightly less inflationary” than 
an issue of greenbacks. 

Previously the committee had 
said that payment of the bonus in 
greenbacks, or new money, would 
have a dangerous inflationary re- 
sult. If many of the veterans re- 
ceiving bonds sold them in a short 
period, the committee said, the re- 
sult would be to cause difficulties 
to banks with heavy investments 
in Government bonds and to the 
Government in its refunding oper- 
ations.

Court Disposes of 15 Appeals for 

Relief Under Amended Farm 

Mortgage Moratorium Law.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 22.—Federal 
Judge Robert R. Nevin held the 
amended Frazier-Lemke farm mort- 
gage moratorium law constitution- 
al, in an opinion handed down to- 
day.

TRAINS COLLIDE ON TRESTLE | 


IN SNOWSTORM, TWO HURT 


Freight Backs Into Passenger After 
It Fails to Make Grade 
Near Centerville, 

The engineer and fireman of a 
small eastbound Southern Railway 
passenger train were injured and 
the passengers shaken up when it 
crashed into the rear of a freight 
train on a long trestle near Cen- 
terville Station, four miles south- 
east of East St. Louis, during the 
snow storm this morning. 

Because of icy tracks, the freight 
train, a quarter-mile long, was un- 
able to make the heavy grade to 
the top of the bluffs at that point, 
and the engineer backed it down 
for a new start, sending a flagman 
back to stop the passenger train, 
which was several miles behind. 

However, the passenger train en- 
gineer, Harry B. Yewell, did not 
see the flagman because of the 
snow, and was unable to stop in 
time when he came in sight of the 
freight train. The locomotive 
crushed the freight caboose, derail- 
ing it and two box cars, which 
rolled down the 20-foot embank- 
ment and caught fire. The front 
wheels of the passenger locomotive 
were derailed and the front end 
hung over the trestle. 

Yewell and his fireman, William 
Ashby, jumped and rolled down the 
embankment just before the crash. 
They were taken to St. Mary’s Ho- 
pital, in East St. Louis. Yewell, 61 
years old, suffered a broken right 
leg, and Ashby cuts and bruises. 
Both reside at Princeton, Ind. 

None of the passengers in the 
train, which was five cars long, was 
injured. No one was in the ca- 
boose. A fire broke out on the ties, 
but burned itself out. 


DECREE AUTHORIZING LOAN 
BY FIRST NATIONAL CO, UPHELD 


Missouri Supreme Court Approves, 
But Forbids Extension of Ma- 
turity Date of Certificates.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 22.—A 
decree of St. Louis Circuit Court 
authorizing the trustees of the First 
National Co. of St. Louis, now in 
receivership, to obtain a loan of 
$4,400,000 from the Federal Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, and 
to pledge company assets for the 
loan, was upheld today by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court en banc, ex- 
cept as to a provision extending the 
maturity of the company’s partici- 
pation certificates until Jan. 1, 1940.

SENATOR GOLT CHARGES 
NEGLIGENCE IN TUNNEL 


Safety Devices Not Provided, 
He Says at House Sili- 
cosis Hearing. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Sena- 


tor Holt (Dem.), West Virginia, 
charging “ruthless destruction of 
human life” at the Hawk’s Nest 
tunnel in West Virginia, told a 
House labor subcommittee today 
that deaths of workers were “due 
to negligence and other failures of 
the contractors to protect them.” 

“All through West Virginia there 
has been much silence about this 
situation and when it was discussed 
in the Legislature it was done 
quietly for fear of stepping on the 
toes of some industrialists,” Holt 
said. 

He contended that the deaths 
from silicosis at the Hawks Nest 
tunnel constituted “one of the most 
barbaric examples of industrial 
construction that ever happened in 
the world.” 

Silicosis is a lung disease caused 
by breathing powdered silica. 

Holt said the tunnel contractor, 
Rinehart & Dennis Co. of Char- 
lottesville, Va., knew of the dangers 
of breathing dust, but did not pro- 
vide safety devices. He said that 
many men went to work in the 
tunnel from other states and con- 
tracted silicosis and that many 
died after returning to their homes. 

The House sub-committee is 
studying a resolution by Represen- 
tative Marcantonio (Rep.), New 
Fork, which asks for a Federal in- 
quiry into the Hawks’ Nest tunnel 
at Gauley Bridge and charges that 
476 men died and 1500 others are 
dying of silicosis contracted while 
working in the tunnel in 1930 and 
1931. 

Holt said that there should be “a 
very thorough investigation” of 
the tunnel deaths and the condi- 
tions under which men worked. 


VAN SWERINGEN HOLDING

I. C. C. to Investigate Organization

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—An in- 
quiry into the connections of Mid- 
america Corporation, new holding 
company formed by the Van Swer- 
ingen interests to regain control of 
railroads.once in their hands, was 
announced today by an Interstate 
Commerce Commission spokesman.

Premier Says on Radio 
That Britain, by This, 
*‘Can Best Honor Noble 


Memory of Sovereign. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Prime 
Minister Stanley Baldwin of Great 
Britain, in an address broacast to 
the British Empire and the Unit- 


ed States last night, eulogized the 
late King George V as ruler and 
man and called on his subjects to 
“sustain the young King.” 
Referring to the late monarch, 
as a gallant ruler in “a raving 
world,” Baldwin said of his last 
hours at Sandringham: 

“Each time he became conscious 
it was some kind inquiry or kind 
observation of someone, some word 
of gratitude for kindness shown. 
“But he did say to his secretary 
when he sent for him: ‘How is the 
empire’—an unusual phrase in that 
form. The secretary said: ‘All is 
well, sir, with the empire.’ The 
King gave him a smile and lapsed 
once more into unconsciousness. 

“During all that time there was 
that same love for his people, care 
for their, well-being, here. and 
throughout the world... .” 

Baldwin continued: 

“There was no respite for him 
during those 25 years. The whole 
world has been in a state of com- 
motion, and there never seemed to 
come to him any period when he 
could look ahead for two or three 
years and feel that all would be 
peace and quiet and nothing in the 
world to cause him or his people 
trouble. 

About Queen Mary. 
*“T want to say a word for Queen 


|Mary, for I know every heart in 


the empire is sore for her this 
night. It often seemed to me that 
in a married life so perfect and 
so happy as hers, there had to 
come an inevitable day when one 
is taken and the other left, and 
one of the two has to continue the 
pilgrimage to the end alone. 

“There are millions of hands 
which, if they could reach the 
Queen, would be stretched out to 
her; and tears of sympathy would 
be shed with her. It must be some 
comfort to her, though we cannot 
tell her that. 

“But may not this be a comfort 
to her, as it has been a comfort to 
others; that after all, the one who 
is left is really carrying the cross 
for the one who has gone before. 

“If she were not suffering today, 
he would be—and she is bearing 
what might have been his sorrow, 
without him. 

“I cannot help feeling that when 
a King—knowing how lonely the 
high places of the world are— 
knowing that he has no one but a 
wife with whom he may have real- 
ly intimate converse—I tremble to 
think what might have been for 
him had he been alone in his awful 
task with no voice by him to cheer 
and to encourage. 

The New King. 

“We can best honor the noble 
memory of King George by gather- 
ing round and sustaining the young 
King whom for so long we had de- 
lighted to know as the Prince of 


| Wales. 


“All eyes are on him as he ad- 
vances to his father’s place, and 
while he is no stranger to public 
duty, he is now summoned to face 
responsibilities more onerous, more 
exacting and more continuous than 
any he has hitherto been asked to 
discharge. 

“He comes to them in the prime 
of his power and already known 
throughout the length and breadth 

f his Empire. His great gifts of 
ind and heart he is now called 
upon to consecrate to his people. 

“He inherits an example of king- 
ly conduct, of virtue, of wisdom 
and of endurance. 

“The young King knows the 
confidence we all repose in him. 
He knows that he commands not 
only allegiance; he knows that the 
understanding, the affection and 
the prayers of the countless multi- 
tudes of his subjects are with him 
at this hour. 

“May God guide him aright, and 
may God save the King!” 


STREET CAR TRANSPORTATION 
DECLINES FURTHER IN 1935 


Street car transportation in ('t. 
Louis, measured by number of fares 
collected, declined in 1935 as com- 
pared with 1934. according to a re- 
port filed yesterday with City Regis- 
ter Michael J. Cullinane by Henry 
W. Kiel, trustee for the Public Ser- 
vice Co. 

Within the city limits only, * : 
number of fares was 103,451,077 in 
1935 and 104,214,038 :n 1934. The re- 
port is for the purpose of the city’s 
mill on street car rides. 

For the last quarter of 1935 tk- 
number of fares was 26,640,247 com- 
pared with 27,144,682 in the last 
quarter of 1934. Other comparative 
figures for the respective quarters 
are: Number of trips, 983,450 and 1,- 
110,982; miles traveled, 6,447,384 and 
6,621,037; cars operated daily ex- 
cept Saturday and Sunday, 722 and 

762; average number cf cars op- 
erated including Saturday and Sun. 
day, 629 and 663. 

The high point in street car fares 
was 280,405,331 in 1923. The decli-.ie 
since then has been chiefly due to 
greater use of private automobiles, 
but to some extent is attributable to 
increaseed bus service. The Public 
Ser ‘ice Co, has made substantial 
additions tu its bus service in the 
last year, and passengers carried 
by the busses are not included in

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 22.—The 
first serious disturbance among 
criminals on Alcatraz Island—the 
Government’s so-called escape-proof 
prison in San Francisco Bay—was 
reported by Warden James A. John- 
ston yesterday. About 100 of the 
259 convicts on the fortress-like 
rock were placed in solitary con- 
finement, or locked in regular cells, 
because of refusal to work, John- 
ston said.

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TRAFIC REPORT URGE 
FEDERAL AUTO LAWS 


F. J. McDevitt of Road Build- 
ers Calls for Regulation of 
Drivers and Vehicles. 


By the Assoctated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Jan. 22.—Frank J. 

McDevitt of St. Louis, chairman of 
the American Road Builders’ Asso- 
ciation National Traffic Survey 
Committee, recommended Federal 
regulation of automobile drivers 
and vehicles today. He submitted 
his committee’s report to the thirty- 
third annual convention of the 
association. The survey included 
38 of the nation’s major cities, he 
said. 
McDevitt said the committee pro- 
posed that the association present 
the result of its findings to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to obtain a consti- 
tutional amendment if the Presi- 
dent deems such a step necessary. 

The committee report, compiled 
from answers to 50 questions, dis- 
closed a majority agrement on these 
conclusions: 

The traffic problem is one for the 
Federal Government, with a Feder- 
ai driver’s license law and drastic 
inspection and regulation of drivers 
and vehicles. 

Highways are not as safe as pro- 
per construction and safeguards 
could make them, 

Modern automobiles, operated by 
the average driver at advertised 
speeds, are not conducive to pro- 
per safety. 

The average driver 
know traffic rules. 
Funds for safety education and 
traffic improvements are as essen- 
tial as funds for fighting fires. 
Traffic regulations and signals 
should be made uniform as far as 
possible. 

The report observed that “there 
can be no alternative but to stamp

Some Patients Restored to Unrestricted Diet 
Without Need of Insulin, St. Louis 
Scientists Report. 


“And the patient is getting along 
without insulin.” 
This sentence, occurring in sev- 
eral case reports, in last night’s dis- 
cussion of diabetes before the St. 
Louis Medical Society, gave the first 
public account of remarkable  re- 
sults attained through the research 
work of the bio-chemical laboratory 
of Jewish Hospital, under direction 
of Dr. Michael Somogyi. 
Dr. Somogyi—not an M. D., but a 
doctor of philosophy in chemistry 
and Dr. Jerome E. Cook of Jewish 
Hospital staff, presented the report, 
carefully phrased in medical terms. 
Neither of them used the word 
“eure.” But the report showed 
nevertheless, that some diabetes pa- 
tients have been restored to a nor- 
mal state, where they can live on 
an unrestricted diet without injec- 
tions of insulin. From the view- 
point of the patient, and of the pub- 
lic, this amounts to cure. 
Insulin Used Since 1922. 
In 1922, with two specialists of 
Washington University Medical 
School, Drs. P. A. Shaffer and E. A. 
Doisy, Dr. Somogyi, then lately ar- 
rived in this country from Hun- 
gary, had an important part in de- 
velopment of the commercial prep- 
SSS ES aa ee aration of insulin, followings its 
3 discovery, attributed to Dr. F. G. 
Banting of Toronto. 

Since this development, nearly 14 
years ago, the accepted treatment 
of diabetes has been the periodic 
use of insulin, together with a 
carefully administered diet.

insulin. was discarded, the disease 
—inability of the body. to assimi- 
late sugar—would again assert it- 
self. 
In recent years, case study and 
laboratory research have been di- 
rected to finding a way by which 
the diabetes patient could discard 
the use of insulin, and return to 
normal life. Insulin has come to 
be regarded as a crutch, which en- 
ables its user to walk after a fash- 
ion, but which the user hopes some 
day to throw aside. , 
Dr, Somogyi has worked on this 
problem more than five years, in the 
laboratory instituted and main- 
tained at Jewish Hospital through 
the gifts of Aaron Waldheim and 
others. Others have worked in the 
same direction—his report cited the 
names of Himsworth in England, 
Van Norden, Adlersberg and Porges 
in Vienna; Seale Harris in Birm- 
ingham, Ala.; William David San- 
sum in Santa Barbara, Cal., and B. 
A. Houssay in Buenos Aires. 

Dr. Somogyi’s Theory. 
With most of those named, Dr. 
Somogyi has reached the conclusion 
that previous methods of dieting in 
diabetes have not been based on 
complete understanding of the na- 
ture of the disease. The aim of the 
dieting has been to spare the pan- 
creas, the intestinal gland in which 
the disease has been held to center. 
Insulin is a. pancreatic extract tak- 
en from animals. When it was 
needed by a human organism, that 
need has been taken to mean that 
there was pancreatic insufficiency, 
or “insulin deficiency,” in the pa- 
tients body. 
Dr. Somogyi now believes this 
was a mistaken assumption in the 
greater number of cases. His stud- 
ies and research have led him to 
believe that, in the majority of 
cases the liver functions have be- 
come impaired. He has connected 
this with the dieting systems, and 
has concluded that, in most cases, 
too much fat, with too little carbo- 
hydrate food, has appeared in the 
diet. 
His Experiments. 


Accordingly, Dr. Somogyi experi- 
mented with decreasing the permit- 
ted quantity of fat in the diets of 
patients, thus sparing their livers, 
which fats tend to saturate. At the 
same time, he increased the carbo- 
hydrate content—cereals, potatoes 
and other vegetables, sugar and 
sweet foods. The first favorable 
results he had were in the cases of 
elderly patients. This did not sat- 
isfy him, for youth and early mid- 
dle age are the periods of most 
acute difficulty in diabetes. 
He withheld any public an- 
nouncement until he had brought 
several patients, in the 20’s and 
30's, to a point where they were 
able to resume a normal diet, or one 
only slightly restricted, and to dis- 
continue use of insulin. 
The records of several such cases, 
charted with curves to show their 
improved tolerance of sugar, were 
shown to the medical society last 
night, in Dr. Cook’s portion of the 
joint report. 

Progress of Research. 

Dr. Somogyi, describing the 
progress of his investigations, said: 

“The problem of diabetes began 
to impress us more and more as a 
jig-saw puzzle, with the insulin de- 
ficiency concept as a firmly drawn 
contour, into which well established 
facts, integral parts of the picture 
beyond doubt, cannot be fitted by 
any stretch of the imagination. The 
logical path to follow in this sit- 
uation seems to us to disregard the 
accepted contour, which threatens 
to become a Procrustes bed, and in- 
stead piece together, mosaic-like, 
all available authentic fragments 
of the picture, and add more pieces 
as they emerge from laboratories 
and clinical experience. 

“In the meantime, we attempt to 
put to the acid test of clinical ap- 
plication such results of investiga- 
tive work as seem to be sufficient- 
ly ripe for the purpose. 

“We have set out in our clinical 
work on two premises: (1) That in 
general insulin deficiency is not a 
primary factor in diabetes, and (2) 
that in the majority of the patients 
impaired liver function is to be 
taken into consideration. Conse- 
quently, dietary regimes were em- 
ployed not with a view to the spar- 
ing of the pancreas, but to the 
sparing of the liver. Translated 
into foodstuffs, this means a vir- 
tually unrestricted amount of car- 
bohydrates and moderate amounts 
of fat, with proteins within the 
normal limits. 

“Excess body weight must be 
eliminated. Obese patients, there- 
fore, get only 40 to 50 grams of fat 
per diem, in extreme cases even 
less. Patients with normal and 
subnormal body weights may be 
given 80 to 100 grams of fat, pro- 
vided the liver function is normal; 
if not, low fat is indicated. The 
amount of carbohydrate is depend- 
ent upon the caloric requirement 
of the individual, the regulation of 
body weight being the regulating 
factor. If reduction of body weight 
is necessary, the carbohydrate may 
be chosen as low as 150 or 125 
grams; otherwise, it Is 250 to 350 
grams.” 

Ferment of Blood Studied. 
Dr. Somogyi said that, besides 
the develogments as to the part of 
the liver in diabetic problems, the 
amylase, or ferment, of the blood, 
had come into the field of dia- 
betes study. 

Current studies in our 
tute,” he said, “concerning 
amylase content of the 
a field apparently remote from 
our present problem, unexpect- 
edly led to results which seem 
to have considerable bearing on 
diabetes.

diseases. This phenomenon shows 
up at early stages of disturbances 
of liver function, frequently well 
before clinical symptoms of the 
trouble appear. Changes in the 
amylase content of blood also indi- 
cate transitory disturbances in 
liver function as in pneumonia, 
when it drops during the febrile, 
toxic phase of the illness and again 
rises to normal levels with the re- 
covery of the patient. 

“We have» systematically deter- 
mined the amylase content in the 
blood of the last 95 of our uncom- 
plicated diabetic patients, and found 
in the majority of them lower than 
normal blood amylase. This amy- 
lase study discloses the fact that 
in a large number, as a matter 
of fact in the majority of diabetic 
patients, a disturbance of liver func- 
tion exists.” 

In discussion of the report, Dr. 
C. M. MacBryde of Washington 
University Medical School drew a 
distinction between “insulin-resis- 
tant” and “insulin-sensitive” cases, 
and said the conclusions expressed 
would not apply to all diabetes 
cases. 

Dr. Somogyi assented to this 
and said that of the cases which 
have come within his investigation, 
about 14 per cent appeared to con- 
form to the old theory of insulin 
deficiency, 86 per cent not conform- 
ing to it He expressed the belief 
that former dieting methods, re- 
stricting the amount of carbohy- 
drate foods, had been “diabeto- 
genic,” that is, tending to produce 
or intensify diabetes. 


6,500,000 NAMES HANDLED 
IN INDEX OF 1900 CENSUS 


Director of WPA Undertaking Says 
7.3 Pct. of First and Longest

the 1900 census have finished about 
7.3 per cent of the first and longest 
part of the job, according to Ger- 
ald Ryan of the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus, in charge of the undertaking.

HESITANCY MARKS 
STEEL MARKET 


Demand Remains Spotty, Says 
“Iron Age’’—Production 
Rate Unchanged. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Hesitancy 
im the iron and steel market as a 
result of a recession in automobile 
production, is noted in the weekly 
review of the Iron Age made pub- 
lic today. 

Demand for both iron and steel 
remains spotty, the trade paper 
says, while ingot production stood 
at 51 per cent of capacity for thé 
third week in succession. 

Most motor car manufacturers in 
Detroit have cut operations to four 
days a week, it is stated. Orders for 
steel received in January to date 
from the automobile industry are 
estimated at 20 per cent below the 
volume for the same period in De- 
cember. 

Concern over the effect of the 
invalidation of the AAA on azgri- 
cultural buying is reported to be 
waning. The magazine says: 

“Farm equipment manufactur- 
ers are adhering to their original 
schedules, apparently convinced 
that since all benefits for last 
year’s crops have already accrued 
to farmers no harmful effects from 
the decision, if any actually de- 
velop, will be felt for many 
months.” 

Scrap prices are buoyant, the 
review says, with the “Iron Age” 
composite of heavy melting steel 
the highest since December, 1930, 
at $13.58 a ton. 

“Heavy rolled products will con- 
tinue to be relied upon to sustain 
mill activity pending a pick-up in 
motor car output,” the review 
states.

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FAVORABLE TRADE BALANCE 
LESS IN 1935 THAN IN 1934 


Excess of Exports Over Imports 
Reduced Materially at Close 
of Year. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The 
Commerce Department reported to- 
day that the United States ended 
1935 with a favorable trade balance 
of $234,226,000. a 50 per cent de- 
cline from the figure for 1934. This 
was the lowest favorable balance 
‘of trade since 1910. The 1934 bal- 
lance was $477,745,000. The 1910 
low was $188,000,000. 

Exports during 19385 were valued 
at $2,282,023,000, about 7 per cent 
more than in 1934. Imports totaled 
$2,047,797,000, an increase of 24 per 
cent. 

The excess of exports over im- 
ports was reduced materially from 
that existing at the end of Novem- 
ber by an unusual decline in De- 
cember exports, while imports, 
which ordinarily decrease between 
November and December, increased. 

Exports in December were $223,- 
737,000 against $269,310,000 in No- 
vember, 1935, and $170,654,000 in De- 
cember, 1934. December imports 
were $179,344,000 against $162,808,- 
000 in November and $126,193,0C0 in 
December, 1934. 

For the year, net imports of gold 
were $1,739,019,000, which, the de- 
partment said, even after allowance 
for the changed value of the dol- 
lar, was the largest amount import- 
ed in any one year.in the nations 
history.

W.A.LAW, KILLED IN 


HUNTING ACCIDENT 


Fatally Wounded When S. 
Clay Williams, Former 
NRA Head, Trips and 
Shotgun Is Discharged. 


VICTIM CARRIED 
TWO MILES TO AUTO 


Head of Penn Mutual Life 
Taken to Hospital at 
Greensboro, N. C., Where 
He Later Succumbs. 


By the Associated Press. 

GREENSBORO, N. C., Jan. 22.— 
William A. Law, 71 years old, of 
Philadelphia, president of the Penn 
Mutual Life Insurance Co., was 
killed accidentally on a hunting trip 
yesterday by S. Clay Williams, 
chairman of the board of the R. 
J. Reynolds Tobacco Co. and for- 
mer chairman of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Board. 


The accident occurred on an iso- 
lated hunting preserve when Wil- 
liams tripped on a honeysuckle vine 
and his shotgun was discharged. 
The load of birdshot hit Law just 
below the left knee. 

Victim Carried Two Miles. 

A. L. Brooks, Greensboro attor- 
ney who was on the hunt, said Wil- 
liams sought to stop the flow of 
blood from Law’s leg with a tourni- 
quet and then, with Willie Brower, 
a guide, carried Law two miles 
through woods and fields to their 
parked automobile. 

From there, he said, it took near- 
ly two hours to get Law to Siler 
City, where first aid was given. 

“Don't reproach yourself, old fel- 
low, it’s just one of those things 
that happen,” Brooks quoted Law 
as telling Williams. 

From Siler City, an ambulance 
carried Law to a hospital here, 40 
miles away. He died later from 
loss of blood. 

Brower gave Siler City authori- 
ties the same account of the acci- 
dent. Authorities said they did not 
think an inquest would be neces- 
sary. 

Law’s Business Career. 

Law was a former president of 
the American Bankers’ Association. 
For years, he was president and 
chairman of the board of the First 
National Bank of Philadelphia, and 
he maintained many banking con- 
nections while in the insurance 
field.

All of which was interesting, but 
let's come back to tennis.

LOUIS GOOD, NOT 
GREAT FIGHTER, 
DEMPSEY SAYS 


(Copyright, 1936.) 
CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—“Folks who 
are around saying that Joe Louis 
is the greatest fighter that ever 


lived are talking through their sky 
pieces.’ 

Jack Dempsey, former world’s 
heavyweight champion, made that 
observation concerning the sensa- 
tional Detroit Negro here last 
night. 

The old champion, here to perfect 
some promotional plans, was quick 
to qualify his rather radical state- 
ment, as he went on to say: 

“No one knows yet whether 
Louis is a really great fighter sim- 
ply because he has never been in 
a spot where he had to-prove it. I 
don’t want you to get the idea that 
I am trying to take anything away 
from Joe. I’m not. He is a very 
good fighter, but, in my book there 
is a difference between good and 
great. 

“Louls has proved conclusively 
that he can punch. Likewise, it’s a 
pretty well-established fact that he 
is a great finisher. 

It’s Not Joe’s Fault. 

“He hasn’t proved yet that he 
can take it. That’s not his fault. 
If a guy can win, as he has, with- 
out getting himself banged up, 
more power to him. He came along 
when there were no great fighters. 
He didn't have to whip a lot of 
seasoned, courageous fighters like 
Jeffries, Johngon and all the rest 
of the old champs. 

“The way it looks now, we prob- 
ably never will know whether Louis 
can take a smash on the jaw and 
still keep going. We probably never 
will know how he'd act if he had to 
haul himself off the floor, simply 
because there are no _ fighters 
around that have enough ability 
or courage to extend him.” 

Dempsey was asked what sort of 
fighter he thought could whip 
Louis. He replied: 

“That's a tough question, because 
there are no active fighters who 
possess the necessary qualifications. 

“First, a guy would have to have 
courage, the old will to win, which 
none of Louis’ opponents so far has 
had. He'd have to be the sort of 
fighter that would be smart enough 
to make Louis lead so that he 
could get under his punches and 
inside to work on his body at close 
quarters. He'd have to stay in 
there and punch, 


Must Be on Balance. 


“Louis has to be on balance to 
deliver a damaging punch, the same 
as anybody else, and a would 
have to be smart enou to keep 
him off balance constantly to beat 
him. I don’t th@pk there is a heavy- 


— 


weight around now that could do 
that.” 

The old man mauler, when asked 
which of the fighters he had fought 
would have had the best chance to 
beat Louis, said: 

“Gene Tunney and Tommy Gib- 
bons would have given Louis plen- 
ty of trouble when they were at 
their best. 

“Firpo would have given Louis 
a battle, too. It would nave been a 
fight in which somebody would get 
knocked out and Firpo would be 
dangerous as long as he wag on his 
feet. Willard, at his best, might 
have given Louis a tough fight. 

“Harry Greb would have been a 
puzzle to Louis, too, with his tre 
mendous speed, but I think Louis 
would have nailed him somewhere 
along the route,” 

As a parting shot, Dempsey was 
asked what he thought his own 
chances would have been in a 
match with Louis. His answer was: 

“IT can't say who would win that 
one, but, I’ tell you this much, it 
would have been a fight while it 
lasted.”

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BRITONS VISNG U. 


IN AID OF JEWS IN REICH 


Sir Herbert Samuel Heads 
Delegation Seeking to For- 
mulate Some Plan. 


By PAUL Y. ANDERSON,

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—A delega- 
tion of distinguished British Jews, 
headed by Sir Herbert Samuel, ar- 
rived here yesterday on a mission 
to work out, in conjunction with 
leaders of American Jewry, a plan 
to rescue Jews in Germany. Other 
members of the delegation are Vis- 
count Bearsted, banker and philan- 
thropist, and Simon Marks, En- 
glish chain store magnate. 

Sir Herbert, former British Lord 
High Commissioner to Palestine, es- 
timated that 80,000 Jews had emi- 
grated from Germany since the 
anti - Jewish measures were 
launched, and. that approximately 
half of these had been colonized in 
Palestine. The number remaining 
in Germany is placed at 430,000. 

Members of the delegation ex- 
pressly denied that Jews in Ger- 
many were being encouraged to ex- 
port capital in the form of goods, 
as had been reported in this coun- 
try. They indicated that they con- 
sidered any such proposal of doubt- 
ful wisdom. 

No Specific Proposal. 

Sir Herbert and his associates 
said that they came with no ex- 
plicit proposal. They hope, in con- 
junction with American Jewish 
leaders, to frame a plan. 

In a forma] statement at quaran- 
tine they said their object was “to 
help in the rescue of as large a 
number as possible of the Jewish 
population of Germany, who are 
forced to leave a country in which 
their lives have been made intoler- 
able.”

COMPULSORY DIVORCE 
PROPOSAL IN GERMANY 


Law Academy Suggests Courts Be 
Allowed to Dissolve Marriages 
“Endangering State.” 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Jan. 22.—The Academy 
of German Law announced a pro- 
posal for a law which would make 
criminal, anti-social, or politically 
subversive activities grounds for 
divorce. Prosecuting attorneys 
would have authority to demand the 
dissolution of murriages “endanger- 
ing the state.” 

Even though a husband and wife 
should desire to remain together, 
the Prosecuting Attorney could de- 
mand the court divorce them in 
such cases. 

Other grounds for divorce would 
include a refusal on the part of the 
wife to bear children, adultery, or 
any incompatibility of such degree 
that the basis for healthful com- 
panionship is destroyed. 

The academy pointed out that it 
had not attempted to take the 
church viewpoint into consideration 
since the. Roman Catholic Church 
does not recognize divorce.

The Laval Government had held 
office since June 7, 1935, a com- 
paratively long time in recent 
French history.

The immediate cause of Laval’s 
overthrow was the withdrawal of 
support by Radical-Socialist party 
factions, following a long political 
fight in which Edouard Herriot 
Minister of State, resigned as presi- 
dent of the Radical-Socialists and 
then withdrew his support from 
Laval. 

The cabinet met with Laval to- 
day. Resignations were submitted 
to the Premier by Herriot, Joseph 
Paganon, Minister of the Interior; 
Georges Bonnet, Minister of Com. 


merce: Henri Maupoil, Minister of 


Pensions, and William Bertrand 
Minister of Merchant Marine. 
Cabinet Goes to Palace. 
The session adjourned after 4( 
minutes of discussion and went to 
the Elysee Palace, where the min- 
isters reconvened as a council of 


ministers under the presidency of | 


President Lebrun. Then the whole 
“Save the Franc Cabinet” resigned. 

Political observers believe the sit- 
uation is one of the most serious 
in the history of France. 

Three letters of resignation were 
submitted to Lebrun. Herriot and 
Louis Marin, another Minister of 
State, explained their action in 
separate letters. The rest of the 
Cabinet signed a collective resigna- 
tion. 

One of the reasons for the hos- 
tility of the political Left wing to 
Laval was his handling of the Ital- 
jan-Ethiopian problem with what 
was described as vacillation be- 
tween Italy and Great Britain. 

Lebrun thanked the Ministers for 
their services during their seven 
months and 15 days of office and 
asked them to keep the Govern- 
ment running until he could form 
a new Cabinet. 

He immediately began a search 
for a new Premier with the pros- 
pect that Marcel Regnier, Minister 
of Finance, might eventually be 
chosen to defend the franc against 
devaluation until the election of a 
new Chamber of Deputies in April 
or May. 

Laval Remains Behind. 

Laval remained with the Presi- 
dent for a conference on a likely 
successor after the other Ministers 
had left the palace. It was  be- 


‘lieved Lebrun asked Laval to at- 


tempt to form a new ministry but 
that he refused, 

It was understood that one of 
the reasons for the length of the 
Cabinet meeting was that Marin, 
who is a Nationalist, had objected 
to the piecemeal resignation of the 
Cabinet, forcing the decision to 
take the whole problem to Lebrun 
himself, 

Marin refused to sign the collec- 
tive resignations on the grounds 
that he considered the crisis 
“which might lead to fearful con- 
sequences, particularly financial 
and foreign,” resulted “from the 
anti-constitutional and anti-parlia- 
mentary procedure” of the Radical- 
Socialists. 

Laval issued a statement declar- 
ing he “had fulfilled his mission” 
and that the franc was “intact.® 

Regnier, who was Minister of the 
Interior in the 1934 Cabinet of Pre- 
mier Pierre Etienne Flandin, has 
defended Laval’s decree laws and 
the policy of credit xpansion. H 
has based his administration on 
two points: Elimination of mone- 
tary uncertaint: and an end to ex- 
ceptional military expenditures. 

Deputies said Herriot, Flandin 
and Leon Blum, the Socialist lead- 
er, had decided to support a Left 
concentration Cabinet headed by 
Regnier as both Premier and Min- 
ister of Finance.

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THE COPELAND BILL. 
Thirty years have passed since Congress passed 
the Pure Foods and Drugs Act, designed to protect 
consumers from harmful or worthless products. The 
law was largely the result of years of agitation by 
the famous crusader, Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, and has 
been regarded as a legislative milestone. 
Although the Pure Foods and Drugs Act has been 
repeatedly amended in the intervening years, it has 
become apparent, because of changed conditions, new 
products and methods, that the law should be thor- 
oughly revised and modernized. Two years or more 
ago, the so-called Tugwell bill was submitted to Con- 
gress, but its provisions were such a drastic depar- 
ture from the Wiley law as to cause a successful 
storm of protest against it on the part of food and 
drug manufacturers. 
Senator Copeland, a physician, then undertook 
preparation of a measure to rewrite the old Pure 
‘Foods and Drugs Act. Whatever may have been the 
merits of his original bill, in its present form it has 
been’ changed and amended in such a way as to 
arouse serious doubts as to its efficacy. 
An article in the Consumer, issued by the Consum- 
ers’ Division of the Department of Labor, makes a 
detailed analysis of the Copeland bill and comes to 
the conclusion that it is “even weaker than existing 
legislation.” The article says: 

As a result of the two-year struggle to revise 
the 1906 Foods and Drugs Act, we find that the 
Copeland bill would emasculate the chief enforce- 
ment weapon of the Food and Drug Administra-

Citing six major air disasters, Gen. Johnson wants 
to know the truth about them. He quotes Henry Ford 
as saying: “I stopped building airplanes because the 
engines aren’t good enough.” “The cold, hard truth,” 
says the General, “is that the modern transport liner 
is no safer than her engines.” The clear implication 
of the General’s article is that the airplane engine 
has failed to measure up. Furthermore, he charges 
that mystery and deceit hangs about the disasters of 
aviation. On both counts, he is wrong. 
“Two big Boeings crashed at Cheyenne. But the 
public was never given an intelligible report of 
causes.” One of the Boeings crashed during a blind 
flight, when the co-pilot, who could see, evidently 
failed to warn the pilot that he was too close to the 
ground. The second Boeing, taken up for a test 
flight, was caught in a blizzard and the ensuing 
crash, in all probability, was directly caused by a 
violent weather condition, 
“Another Boeing smashed up’ at Dayton, and the 
only explanation was far from satisfactory.” The 
only explanation was completely satisfactory. The 
pilot forgot to unlock the rudder before leaving the 
ground. A human, not a mechanical, error. The 
disaster that killed Rockne was caused by the fact 
that a wing fell off the plane, a serious structural 
flaw, to be sure, but the engine did not fail. In the 
crash that killed Bronson Cutting, the pilot was mak- 
ing an emergency landing because he was out of gas. 
Errors in judgment caused him to be caught in that 
predicament. 
In not a single one of these five cases was engine 
failure responsible. In all of the five cases, a thor- 
ough investigation was made and the results were 
made public. 
In the instance of the Douglas liner that cracked 
up in Arkansas recently, it is true no satisfactory 
explanation has yet been given. It is highly doubt- 
ful, however, that engine failure was responsible. If 
such trouble had developed, the pilot would have 
radioed his plight. He also would have turned on 
his landing lights while in search of a place to de- 
scend. He did neither. Moreover, the ship obvious- 
ly came down at a high rate of speed, indicating 
that it was under full power when it. landed. 
Evidently, the General is more familiar with crack- 
ing down than he is with cracking up.

It is plain from the text of the Constitution that 
the architects of our national Government hoped to 
make the Senate a body of statesmen who would 
look at legislative issues with a national rather than 
a sectional eye and from the standpoint of long-run 
implications rather than of political expediency. 
Hence it is that Senators serve six-year terms, while 
Representatives must face the voters at each na- 
tional election. 

How did this theory of senatorial responsibility 
work out in the vote on the immediate payment of 
the veterans’ bonus? Under the theory, the Senate 
should have shown a greater proportion of votes 
against the bonus bill than the proportion in the 
House. Yet of the 90 Senators voting on the bonus, 
only 16, or approximately one in six, had the stam- 
ina to vote “No.” In the House, the vote was 355 
to 59, which made the ratio there one in seven. In 
short, the surrender in the more secure Senate was 
virtually as complete as in the House. 

Of the nine Democrats and seven Republicans who 
voted against the bill in the Senate, eight will not 
be up for re-election until 1940. They are Senators 
Burke of Nebraska, Byrd of Virginia, Gerry of Rhode 
Island, Hale of Maine, Johnson of California, King 
of Utah, Townsend of Delaware and Vandenberg of 
Michigan. Four others will not face the voters for 
two years; Senators Brown of New Hampshire, Bulk- 
ley of Ohio, Hayden of Arizona and Wagner of New 
York. Among those whose terms are expiring this 
year, only Senators Couzens of Michigan, Glass of 
Virginia, Keys of New Hampshire and Hastings of 
Delaware voted “No.” The spectacle is one which les- 
sens the.reputation of the Senate as the “greatest 
deliberative body in the world.”

The allotting of time on the radio is like 
trying to divide one small pie among a big 
crowd of very hungry boys.

For 
it is the music, the entertainment, that is 
to say, the non-political part of the pro- 
gram, which collects the audience that the 
orators are so eager to address, Mr. Fletch- 
er and Mr. Farley would not be very much 
interested in radio time if it were not for 
Amos and Andy, the prizefights, the sym- 
phony orchestras and the jazz bands. There- 
fore, it is as necessary to them as it is to 
the radio audience that the evening pro- 
grams should not contain too much political 
oratory. 

Now it is clear that the broadcasting com- 
panies are better judges than the campaign 
managers of how much time ought to be 
allotted to politics. Therefore in fixing their 
policy they ought clearly to continue to take 
their stand on the line that they alone must 
decide how much time shall be devoted to 
politics. 

The trouble arises when they undertake 
to decide not merely how much time shall 
be given to political speeches, but how that 
time shall be divided among the parties, the 
factions and the various candidates. They 
cannot decide that satisfactorily. Even if 
they are just, they. will not seem to be just, 
They will be accused of being unjust. They 
will never convince everyone that they are 
just. The pie is too small and the boys are 
too hungry.

A similar problem confronts the House of 
Representatives when the time for debate is 
limited. Somehow the Congressmen manage 
to divide that limited time among the par- 
ties and blocs with fairness enough to 
satisfy everyone sufficiently. It ought not 
to be impossible for the broadcasting com- 
panies to ask the House of Representatives 
to adapt its rules for dividing time in a 
limited debate to this very similar problem. 

The House must be regarded as the body 
which most accurately represents the po- 
litical alignment of the people. It contains 
full-blooded New Dealers, half-blooded New 
Dealers, anti-New Deal Democrats, pro- 
New Deal Republicans, Hoover men, Borah 
men, Landon men, Knox and Vandenberg 
men. If it is able to divide its own debating 
time satisfactorily, why is it not the best 
available body to divide broadcasting time?

ILD-MANNERED desk men in 
Mire Department of Agriculture 
have taken on the job of 
bouncing some of the toughest 
racketeers in the country—those in 
the poultry business.

Cleaning up. the New York poul- 
try racket is a big job in itself, but 
Wallace’s P-Men have also tackled 
Jersey City, Newark and Philadel- 
phia. Next will be Chicago, with 
others to follow—probably Cleve- 
jand, Cincinnati and Buffalo.

ETHAN FROME’ STARTS 
UT WELL IN NEW YORK 


Max Gordon’s New Play Is 
Successful Dramatization 
of a Best Seller. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—Max Gor- 
don has given the theater another 
successful dramatization of a best- 
selling novel, a transfer shunned by 
most showmen as the most trouble- 
some challenge known to them. 

Gordon’s new play is “Ethan 
Frome,” wrought from Edith Whar- 
ton’s novel by Owen Davis, author 
of some 200 plays, and his_ son, 
Donald. They worked from an 
earlier stage adaptation from the 
Wharton book by Lowell Barring- 
ton. 

Gordon’s faith in the novel as a 
likely play, after it had been con- 
sidered: then dismissed by a num- 
ber of managers, doubtless was in- 
spired by his good luck with “Dods- 
worth,” that play, fashioned by Sid- 
ney Howard from the Sinclair Lew- 
is book, is in its third season with 
Walter Huston starred. 

Suicide That Failed. 

As Mrs. Wharton’s extensive pub- 
lic knows, “Ethan Frome” is the 
story of the lovelorn New England 
farmer who lived out his days with 
the two women of his life—one the 
wife he never loved, the other the 
girl he crippled and made mad 
when they failed in an attempt at 
suicide. 

Ethan, first opposed, then loved 
Mattie Silver when his fretful wife 
Zenobia gave her a home, admit- 
ting her as a hired girl. The jeal- 
ous wife contrived their parting, 
and they tried to died by riding a 
bob-sled into an elm tree. . 

This tragedy was the botch of the 
suicide, imprisoning the three in 
their misery and hate in the kitch- 
en’ of a wretched farmhouse. 

Mrs. Wharton’s readers will re- 
member the characters of Ethan 
and Mattie as inarticulate, dumbly 
feeling their“ love for each other, 
unaware, almost, that it is love 
until they are terrified by the part- 
ing. 

Anguish Preserved. 

The speechless anguish the 
Davises preserve in their adapta- 
tion, despite the necessity of Ethan 
saying the things set forth by Mrs. 
Wharton as his thoughts. But the 
speech of the stage does not ren- 
der him articulate. 

The play is splendid in perform- 
ance. Miss Ruth Gordon as Mattie 
Silver in particular is excellent. To 
the hapless Mattie this one-time 
comedienne gives a pathos and 
helplessness that makes her unfor- 
gettable. 

Miss Pauline Lord’s Zenobia is 
another first-rate characterization 
in this actress’s considerable gal- 
lery. It is difficult to believe that 
anybody save Massey (brother of 
the Hon. Vincent Massey, Canadian 
High Commissioner in London) 
could be Ethan Frome. The part 
is played by John Winthrop. 

Guthrie McClintic directed with- 
out error or discord.

LINDBERGHS RENOUNCE RIGHTS 
TO ALL THEIR TROPHIES HERE 


Modify Original Contract Which 
Permitted Them to Withdraw 
Articles at Jefferson Memorial. 


Officers of the Missouri Histori- 
cal Society have announced the re- 


‘ceipt of a modifying contract from 


Col. and Mrs. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, by which the Lindberghs re- 
nounce their right to withdraw ar- 
ticles from the display of the flyers’ 
trophies maintained by the society 
in Jefferson Memorial, Forest 
Park. 

The collection, on display since 
1927, was deeded to the_ society 
April 14, 1933, but in that deed the 
Lindberghs retained the right of 
withdrawal of any or all of the 
articles. 

The modifying contract was 
drawn at New York Dec. 18, three 
days before the sailing of the Lind- 
berghs, who are now in Wales, and 
‘was received by I. H. Lionberger, 
president of the society, the day 
after they left. Lionberger, a law- 
yer, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today there was doubt whether the 
new instrument affected a clause of 
the first contract, which provided 
that the Washington University 
Corporation might order the tro- 
phies transferred to the Smithso- 
nian Institution at Washington, in 
the event the society should disre- 
gard terms for care and display. 
Lionberger said the society proba- 
bly would turn over the trophies to 
the Smithsonian Institution volun- 
tarily if it became unable to keep 
them properly. 

Lindbergh has withdrawn only 
one item from the _ collection. 
When he first visited it in 1927 he 
saw some fine flying goggles, the 
gift of a Parisian optician, and 
asked if he might take them. as 
he had never had goggles so good. 

Mrs. Nettie H. Beauregard, archi- 
vist and curator of the society, de- 
nied a report that the display in- 
cluded pictures which Lindbergh 
disliked.

North played the king (to insure 
that East, if he held the ace, would 
disclose it then and there), and 
when it held the trick, the declarer 
had a perfect picture of the situa- 
tion. West already had shown the 
ace and king of hearts and the ace 
of diamonds—and had passed first 
hand! Well, he might pass with 
three tricks and poor distribution, 
but that was the maximum—he 
could not have held the king of 
spades in addition. Declarer could 
‘not know that it was singleton in 
East’s hand, but he did know that 
West didn’t have it and that a 
finesse, therefore, couldn’t avail. 
His good luck in dropping the king 
on the ace and fulfilling his con- 
tract was completely merited by his 
sound judgment. 

TODAY’S QUESTION. 

Question: Is there any safety 
play to lose only one trick with A 
K J 5 in one hand and three small 
cards in the other? 

Answer: Yes. Assuming neces- 
sary entries, the ace and king 
should be led and the small card 
led up to the remaining J 5.

Oyster Loaf, 
Beat two eggs, add one-half cup 
of milk, one-half teaspoon of 
scraped onion, one tablespoon of 
lemon juice, one-half teaspoon of 


celery salt, one-half teaspoon of salt 
and a little pepper. Add three cups 
of rolled cracker crumbs and one 
large cup of chopped raw oysters 
and enough more milk to make a 
soft loaf. Place in a greased loaf 
pan and bake in a moderately hot 
oven about 35 minutes. VVhile hot 
loosen loaf and turn out onto a 
heated platter. Garnish with strips 
of bacon and surround loaf with 
broiled oysters and lemon curls. 


Broiled Oysters. 
Dip large oysters into melted but- 
ter, drain and place on pan on broil- 
er close to the flame and let cook 
on one side until they curl, turn, 
and cook on the other side. Sprin- 
kle lightly with salt and pour on 
a little heated butter. 

Oyster Fricassee. 
Cook 24 or 30 large oysters in 
their own liquor until lips begin 
to curl, then drain. Take one-half 
cup of butter, one tablespoon of 
flour and a large cup of bouillon. 
Stir these over fire until mixture 
begins to boil. Beat the yolks of 
four eggs with one cup of cream 
and season with salt, pepper, nut- 
meg, the juice of two lemons and 
one-fourth cup of minced parsley. 
Combine with first mixture in a 
double boiler, add the drained oys- 
ters and heat thoroughly without 
allowing to boil. Serve either in 
a rice or hominy ring, patti shells 
or on toast. 

Oyster Salad. | 
Strain one quart of oysters, place 
in a sauce pan over a low flame 
and cover with milk-hot vinegar. 
Let plump but do not let boil. Re- 
move from fire, place in a colander 
and let run under cold water. Drain 
well. Cut two cups of celery into 
small pieces and two sour pickles. 
Toss together, adding salt and pep- 
per and mix with mayonnaise. 
Serve in a jellied tomato or cucum- 
ber ring and garnish with slices 
of hard-boiled eggs. 

Oyster Rarebit. 

Pick over one pint of oysters, 
heat to the boiling point in their 
own liquor. Drain, reserving the 
liquor. Remove muscle from oys 
ters. Melt four tablespoons of but- 
ter in the double boiler, add one- 
pound of mild soft cheese, grated 
or cut in small pieces, add a few 
grdins of cayenne, a dash of pap- 
rika and one teaspoon of Wor- 
cestershire sauce. When the cheese 
is melted add the heated oyster 
liquor to make a sauce, not too thin 
and two slightly beaten-egg yolks, 
stirring constantly, not allowing to 
boil. As soon as mixture is smooth 
add the soft part of oysters and 
heat. Just before serving add salt 
to taste. Serve on toast, toasting 
only on one side, using the un- 
toasted side for rarebit. 

Oysters in Baked Cucumbers. 

Cut a slice lengthwise from peel- 
ed, short, rounded cucumbers. 
Scoop out pulp, leaving a _ shell. 
Cook the shells in boiling salted 
water until tender, but not soft. 
Drain and place on a buttered bak- 
ing pan. Chop the pulp and fry 
in butter with a little chopped 
onion and celery. Spread on bot- 
tom of shells. Season with salt and 
pepper and let fry for five minutes. 
Heat one and a half pints of oys- 
ters in their own liquor to the boil- 
ing point. Drain and add to a well 
seasoned rather thick cream sauce 
and fill shells. Cover with bread

Once he lost three teeth in a spill; 
twice he broke his left collarbone; 
and times innumerable landed in 
the hospital for assorted injuries. 
His friends excuse his penchant for 
being unhorsed by explaining that 
he has a naturally unsafe seat and 
that he prefers — too big for 
him. He loves dogs, but considers 
keeping them in London unfair. 
When a favorite pup strayed from 
the palace, he spent half of one 
night searching for it in St. James’s 
Park. He regards shooting as cruel, 
but he has occasionally gone in for 
big-game hunts. Fishing to him 
is stupid and as a little boy an- 
nounced that when he became 
King he would make three new 
laws. One: People will not be al- 
lowed to fish with hooks. Two: No 
one must cut off puppy dog’s 
tails. Three: People must not com- 
mit any more sins.

He wore 
pink shirts, he wore slacks, he wore 
two hats for one golf game and 
millions of men followed suit. Even 
when he affected colored borders 
on his hankies it started a boom in 
the handkerchief business. 

Besides his golfing, motoring, polo 
playing and flying about the coun- 
try in his own $70,000 airplane, the 
Prince found time to do a little 
knitting and embroidering. He ex- 


hibited a knitted scarf and a letter 
weight done in petit point at Queen 
Mary’s needlework guild, and starte- 
ed a new fad in recreation among 
the sterner sex. 


He is enthusiastic about photog- 
raphy, has a wireless set and a 
workshop where he experiments 
with things mechanical. He is 
fond of music and likes Tschaikov- 
sky’s “Nutcracker Suite,” once 
bought a cowboy picture from @ 
former St. Louisan for $10,000, was 
voted the premier dancer of the 
world by the National Institute of 
Social Dancing, is a breeder and 
exhibitor of fancy cattle, and is su- 
perstitious about the number “13.” 

He played golf under a red um- 
brella, earned 20 cents as engineer 
of his own train, and broke into 
St. James’ Palace after he had lost 
his key. He accepts invitations in- 
formally, is licensed to practice 
medicine, midwifery and surgery, 
and is one of the two officers in 
the whole of the Empire allowed to 
wear his uniform hat at a tilt.

T HIS own insistence he was 
Accent to France during the war, 
wore plain khaki, enjoyed no 
special privileges, served as dis- 
patch rider for a time and worked 
with other officers laying out a line 
of trenches under fire of German 
guns.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Revi- 
sion of the Administration's soil con- 
servation farm plan to provide a 
basis for a permanent program in 
the future was virtually agreed up- 
on today by a subcommittee of the 
Senate Committee on Agriculture. 

Senator Bankhead (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, author of the bill, said that, 
on the motion of Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace, an amendment 
would be drafted to declare that 
after a two-year period, Federal 
subsidies would be made only to 
states co-operating with a perma- 
nent program to be formulated 
later. 

“48 Little AAA's.” 

Chairman Smith (Dem.), 
Carolina of the Senate committee on 
agriculture said the subcommittee 
of five Democrats, of which he al- 
so is chairman, had virtually 
scrapped the administration bill in 
favor of “48 little AAA's” among 
tHe states. 

Bankhead and some others on 
the committee, however, insisted no 
authority had been given Secretary 
Wallace to change vital features of 
the bill. “My bill is still the basis 
of discussion,” Bankhead said. 

The State aid amendment was 
thought by some Senators to have 
been advanced by Wallace to bcel- 
ster the bill against constitutional 
challenges. % 

The plan would have the Federal 
Government award to each state 
a sum of money in return for co- 
operation in obtaining crop control.

Secretary Wallace left the closed 
session of the committee declaring 
“I am saying nothing.’ Smith said, 
however, the Agricultural Depart- 
ment was drawing up the bill and 
expected to have it ready possibly 
by tomorrow. 

Counts on Public Opinion. 

“I saw no point,” Smith said, “in 
going before the Senate with some- 
thing that would be literally shot 
to pieces. There is ample room in 
the Constitution to invoke the aid 
of the states to do what we ought 
hot to attempt directly through 
Federal control.” : 

Smith said that, while some 
might expect a few states to hold | 
back and profit by the decreased 
Production of other states, he felt 
certain that public opinion would 
compel co-operation in a success- 
ful program. 

The closed session at which the 
decision was made lasted an hour. 
With Wallace was Chester Davis, 
who administered the AAA. 

Smith said the subcommittee ap- 
peared to be convinced that the 
Bankhead bill was probably uncon- 
Stitutional. 2 

Smith said Senators McNary of 
Oregon, the Republican leader, and 
Norris of Nebraska declined to 
serve on the committee of five 
which was named to study the plan 
and report back to the full com- 
mittee by Saturday.
